Tbe Celebration otEiabor Day Provea 
a Orand Sncceaa—Tlionaanda 
of Tiaitora Witneaa tlie 
PetlTitlea. 


This was a gala day for organized la- 
bor, and the celebration was an aston- 
ishing success, notwithstanding the fact 
that there Was an overcast sky and a 
drizzling rain early in the forenoon; and 
also that it was the inaugural celebra- 
tion of Labor Day by the trades and la- 
bor unions of this city. 


The first Monday in September was 
adopted by the New York Central 
Labor union some years ago as labors' 
national holiday, and since then union 
after union in their national conventions 
have adopted it, an action that resulted 
in several state legislatures setting it 
aside as a legal holiday. 


Fort Wayne's first celebration was a 
grand success. 
At as early hour as 6 
o'clock strangers began to flock into the 
city followed in succession by train 
loads from all directions, the people 
taking advantage of the liberal excur- 
sion rates offered by all the railroads. 


The first feature of the day's program 
was the parade. Before 8 o'clock the 
streets 
were filled with 
spectators, 
trades and labor unions, 
uniformed 
men, wagons bedecked in high colors, 
and other things, a sight of itself excit- 
ing, which was heightened by the music 
of bands, the noise of drums, the din of 
tin horns, etc. 


The procession moved from the city 
hall square at 10 o'clock. The entire 
affair was on a magnitude not heretofore 
witnessed here. The line of march as 
published, was not deviated from. The 
order was as follows: 


Police patrol and police force. 
Mayor Harding and thirteen members 
of the common council, the other five 
councilmen being unavoidably absent. 


President George R. Hench of the 
Trades and Labor council accompanied 
by Mrs. 
Williams-Patterson, of Chi- 
cago and Mr. Wm. Nichols of Indian- 
apolis, speakers of the day, in open 
carriage. 


Then came the City band, followed by 
the following organizations:

We have not space to speak of the 
sermon in detail, but cannot pass it 
without a brief mention of his thoughts 
in reference to public sentiment. 
Pub- 
lic sentiment, he said, as a standard of 
right, was no criterion to go by. It was 
more liable to be wrong than right and 
he who conformed his conduct to it was 
following a very poor rule. Don't do a 
thing because others do it, for in nine 
times out of ten you will do the wrong. 
If the customs and habits of people are 
wrong, eschew them and do the right, 
without waiting for public sentiment to 
be educated up to that point. Let your 
actions be as becometh the gospel of 
Christ. 


The speakers' address covered a wide 
field and each thought was presented in 
a brief, practical and eloquent way and 
carried con vie'ion with its utterance. 


Rev. Ainslie also preached at the 
church in the evening and his sermon, 
like that in the morning, was an excel- 
lent one. 
Both of his sermons gave 
eminent satisfaction and the Congrega- 
tional church will endeavor to secure 
the services of the brilliant young divine 
as permanent pastor of the church.
